OPEN MARKET DECLARED 


TO PROTECT CUSTOMERS 


— 


Former Judge Elbert Gary An- 
nounces Large Manufac- 
turers Will Sell at Modified 
Prices, So As to Retain 
Their Fair Share of the Busi- 
ness. 


New York, February i9.—An oper 
market in the iron and stee!] trade 
that manufacturers believe will lead to 
a stimulation of the industry was cre- 


ated late today when former Judge El- 


bert H. Gary, chairman of the direc- 
toraté of the United States Steel Cor- 
poration, made an official anngunce- 
ment that “the leading manufacturers 
of iron and steel have defermined to 
protect their customers, and, for the 
present, gell at such modified prices as 
may be necessary with respect to dif- 
ferent commodities in order to retain 
their fair share of the business.” 

The prices which gay be determined 
upon will be given by the manufac- 
turers to the customers direct. 

Selling Below Standard Prices. 

The action of the leading manufactur- 
ers in effecting an open market follow. 
ed a series of conferences here for the 
jast three days of Judge Gary and the 
heads of the various subsidiary com- 
panies of the Steel Corporation, togeth- 
@€r with officials of other steel manu- 
their customers. : 

Judge Gary, in the official statement, 
Says that the smaller steel manufac- 
turing concerns for one cause or an- 
other, particularly the tariff agitation, 
have become more or less excited and 
demoralized, and have been selling 
their products below those prices gen- 
erally maintained, afd this led to un- 
reasonable price-ctutting by certain 
manufacturers who, Opposed to a 
change, felt the necessity of protecting 
thei rcustomers., 

Following, in part, is the statement 
made public by Judge Gary after the 
meeting: 

“Following the panic of October, 1907, 
the iron and steel industry was in 
jeopardy. Jobbers and consumers 
throughout the country had purchased 


large stocks at prices prevailing when 
conditions were favorable, and these 


were undisposed of. An immediate and | 


radical reduction in prices would have 
meant bankruptcy to multitudes. To 
provent disaster and ruin, and at the 
yvequest of scores who were interested, 
a large percentage of the leading men 
connected with this industry met to 
advise with each other in regard to the 
best interests of all concerned, and in- 
cludine the general public. 

“Partly. at least, as a result, stability 
of prices, as distinguished from wide 
and sudden fiuctuations, existed unt) 
about the beginning of 1909, althougn 
no agreements were made to maintain 
prices, and notwithstanding a small per- 
centage of manufacturers stood aloor 
from the conferences. 

Improvement in Iron Trade. - 

“For a year preceding January |, |909, 
there was a gradual, though not entire- 
ly regular, improvement in the fron and 
steel trade, and an increase in the sales 
made. 

“During the last two days many of the 
manufacturer§ have been in conference 
for the punpose of giving to one another 
all the information and facts obtainabie 
concerning actual conditions in detati. 
It appears that for one reason or an- 
Wither, including particulary the taritfr 
gitation, many of the smaller concerns 
who have not been*disposed to cooperate 
during the last year, have become more 
or less excited and demoralized, ana 
have ‘been selling their products = at 
prices ‘ibelow those which were @enerailly 
maintained. This feeling has been some- 
what extended and has influenced un- 
reasonable cutting of prices by some ol 
those who were opposed to changes, 
but felt compelled to meet conditions in 
order to protect their customers. As a 
result of these conditions there has been 
a material decrease in new business dur- 
ing the last month, for the reason, as 
stated by consumers, that they proposed 
to wait untf satisfied that bottom prices 
had been reached. 

“The leading manufacurers of iron 
and steel have determined to protect 
their customers, and, for the present at 
least, sell at such modified prices as 
may be necessary with .respect to dit- 
ferent commodities in order to retain 
their fair share of the business. The 
prices which may be determined upon 
and the detaiie concerning the same will 
be given by the manufacturers to thelr 
customers direct, as occasion may re- 
quire. wo 

“The friendly relations which have 
existed between the principal manufac- 
turers will continue.”’ 


CANNOT PUBLISH

Columbia, 8S. C., February i9.—A bill 
has passed the general assembly of this 
state. making it a misdemeanor for any 
newspaper or magazine to publish the 
name of any maid or woman upon 
whom an attempt to ravish, or an as- 
Sault, has been committed. The pen- 
alty for violation of this law is fixed at 
$1,000. Court publications are exempt 
from the provisions of the bill. The 
measure was introduced-in the senate 
by Senator Kelley, of Lee county.

WORLD MECTING 
ON CONSERVATION 


President Roosevelt Will 


Issue the Call. 


| Forty-Five Nations, Represent- 


ed at The Hague, Will Be 
Invited to Participate in This 
Conference to Be Held in 
September. 


Washington, February !9.—So thor- 
oughly impressed is President Roose- 
velt with the necessity for conservation 
of the natural resources of the world 
that he today directed Secretary of 
State Bacon, at the suggestion of the 
North American Conservation «onfer- 
ence in session here, to extend a formal 
invitation to foreign powers to partic!- 
pate in an international conference to 
dea! with this important problem to be 
held at The Hague next Septentber. Al! 
of the forty-five nations represented at 
The Hague peace conference will be in- 
vited to participate. 

The announcement of this proposed in- 
ternational gathering was made by 
President Roosevelt following a lwnch- 
eon which he today gave in honor of 
the commissioners from this country, 
Canada and Mexico, who are in attend- 
ance upon .the North. .American Con- 
servation conference. aie 

In an Official statement, given out at 
the white house tonight, it was an- 
nounced that the conference of dele- 
gates, representing the United States, 
Mexico and Canada, ‘“‘having exchanged 
views and considered the information 
ecupplied from the respective countries, 
is convinced of the importance of the 
movement for the conservation of nat- 
ural resources on the continent of 
North America, and believes that it is 
of such a nature and of such general 
importance that it should become world- 
wide in its scope, and therefore sug- 
gests to the president that all nations 
should be invited to join together in 
conference on the subject of world re- 
sources and their inventory, conserva- 
tion and wise wtilization.”’

Only Exception Made in the 
Act: Is the Sale of Wine for 
Communion Purposes--Drug 
Store Permits Will Not Be 
Allowed. 


Topeka, Kas., February !19.—If Gov- 
ernor Stubbs signs the anti-liquor bill 
passed by -both the house and the sen- 
ate, Kansas will have an absolute pro- 
hibition law, which even prohibits phy- 
sicians from prescribing liquor. The 
senate today accepted the house amend- 
ment barring physicians’ prescriptions. 

The bill provides that any person who 
shall manufacture, sell or barter any 
spirituous, malt, vinous, ferménted or 
cther intoxicating liquors shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor. The punish- 
ment is a fine for each offense of $:vv 
to $500 and imprisonment of from 
thirty to ninety days in jail. The only 
exception made in the act is the sale 
of wine for communion purposes. The 
new act does away entirely with drug. 
store permits to sell liquor. 

Governor Stubbs is said to favor the 
bill.

Judge Passes Sentence.

Is Tried and Sentenced to 
the Electric Chair.

Roanoke, Va., February |19.—Aurelieus 
Christian, the negro who vesterda; 
criminally assaulted and then murdered 
Miss Mary Dobbs, the pretty 14-year- 
old daughter of a prominent Botetourt 
county farmer, was today sentenced to 
die in the electric chair, in the state 
penitentiary on March 22. 

Christian was taken from Clifton 
Forge today to Fincastle, and tried at 
a special sitting of the court by Judge 
Anderson, who accompanied the negro 
and officers to Fincastle. 

Christian was indicted by the grand 
jury and Judge Anderson appointed 
three lawyers to defend him. At a con- 
ference . between the lawyers and the 
prisoner Christian made a confession 
of the crime, which he later repeated in 
court to the judge. 

The court heard three witnesses, who 
established the time and place of the 
crime. No jury was summoned. The 
accepted Christian’s confession 


The negro said he was hiding in the 
woods when Miss Dobbs passed by on 
her way to a store. He seized her and 
after assaulting her, cut her throat and 
stabbed her three times, ‘“‘to keep her 
from telling.” Christian showed no 
signs of fright in court. 

The sentence came witnin twenty-four 
hours after the crime was committed 
and Christian was sent to the Fincastle 
jail. 

The jail is being guarded tonight to 
prevent any attack that might be made 
dy a mob. A mob gathered last night 
near Clifton Forge, but agreed not to 
attempt to lynch Christian while he 
“was at that place.”

Washington, February 19.—(Special.)— 
The river and harbor bill, which was 
reported to the house today, carried no 
big appropriations, but was confined 
exclusively to new surveys and small 


appropriations for projects already be- 


gun. 

The surveys authorized in Georgia 
are for the Oconee, Ocmulgee and Alta. 
maha rivers. The survey will probably 
look to the development of these three 
riverg as One project. A survey of St. 
Mary's river is authorized, and a sur- 
vey of Sapelo sound. The report of the 
army engineers on these projects will 
be the basis for future appropriations 
to complete the work. 

The sundry civil bill reported today 
carried $400,000 for completing the 
Savannah harbor work already author- 
ized, and $47,000 for Brunswick harbor. 

No single channel or improvement is 
to be allotted more than $50,000 out of 
the appropriation for emergencies. The 
secretary of war is called upon to maKe 
rules and regulations for the naviga- 
tion of the south and southwest passes 
of the Mississippi river. 

‘The president is requested to open 
negotiations with Great Britain for a 
treaty for securing the maintenance of 
ample water levels for the use of nav- 
igation in the Great Lakes by the con- 
struction of such controlling and rem- 
edial works in the connecting rivers 
and channels of the lakes as may be 
agreed upon. The secretary of war is 
also authorized to fix a ‘just and rea- 
sonable compensation to be paid for the 
use of water and water power now or 
hereafter owned in the St. Mary’s river 
by the United States. 

Six hundred thousand dollars 
propriated for examinations and sur- 
veys, contingencies and incidental  re- 
pairs for rivers and harbors for which 
there igs no special appropriation. Some 
of the most important waterways for 
which preliminary surveys and examina- 
tions are provided, aside from the inland 
intra-coastal waterway along the Atlan- 
tic and gulf coasts, are: 

Mobiie harbor, mouth of Chickasaw 
creek and Fow! river, Alabama. 

Another survey is Cape Fear river, 
and Beaufort harbor, South Carolina. 

Preliminary survey of the Tennessee 
river and the Cumberland river from 
Carthage, Tenn., to Burnside, Ky., and 
Arkansas Pass harbor and Sabine Pass 
are also peoran for.

PORT REVIVES 
NOTED DISPUTES 


Sundry Civil Appropria- 
tion Bill Before House. 


Committee Incorporates in Bill 
Same Limitations on the Use 
of the Secret Service Opera- 
tives as Was Included in the 
Bill of Last Winter. 


Washington, February 1!9.—Two fa- 
mous disputes between President Roose- 
velt and congress were revived today 
when the house committee on appropria- 
tiens reported the sundry civil appro- 
priation bill. 

One was in regard to the limitation of 
the use of the secret service of the 
treasuny department. The other was 
the appropriation for the examination 
of accounts of railroads under section 
20 of the Hepburn rate law. The bill, 
the largest of all the general supply 
bills, carries an appropriation of $137,- 
022,007, or $26,000,000 less than the esti- 
mates. 


Use of Secret Service. 

The committee incorporated in the bill 
the same limitation on the use of the 
secret service operatives as was included 
in the bill which became a law last win- 
ter. It was this Hmitation that drew 
forth the severe criticism of the presi- 
dent in his annual message last Decem- 
ber. The committee defended its rec- 
ommendation a year ago of $50,000,000 
for the enforcement of section 20 of 
the Hepburn rate law by reappropriat- 
ing $225,000 of the $260,000 appropriated 
in the current sundry civil bill for this 
purpose. The sum of $125,000 was 
added. 

The bill carries authority for the con- 
struction of a ‘building in Washington 
at a cost of $2,500,000 to accommodate 
the geological survey, the reclamation 
service, the general land office and the 
Indian bureau. It is to be erected 
under the supervision of the superin- 
tendent of the capitol and under direc- 
tion of the interior department, 


Work on Panama Canal. 

The largest article in the till is for 
continuation of work on the Panama 
canal. For this purpose $33,638,000 is 
appropriated, or $4,000,000 more than is 


‘Carried in the current sundry civil ap- 


propriation bill for that expenditure. 

There will be a deficiency this year, 
however, of about $5,000,000. The sec- 
ond largest item is $19,574,614 for riv- 
ers and harbors construction works au- 
thorized by law. Another lange item 
is $18,618,646 for the construction of 
public buildings. For the cost of main- 
taining publi¢ buildings already erected 
there is appropriated $1,902,000 for cus- 
todians and janitors.

J intended at thé next meeting 
of council to introduce a resolution re- 
questing the charter revision committee 
to reduce the number of members on the 
boards to five. I see that Alderman 
Hancock will offer a resolution in which 
he will ask for a reduction of botn 
board memibers and councilmen, and 1 
will support his resotTtttion. The ten 
city wards next year will send thirty 
members to the general council. We 
now have twenty-seven, and that num- 
ber is too large for legislative purposes, 
The ten wards will give to each of the 
eight city boards tén members, and to 
this will be added the mayor ang a 
councilman, making the total 
of members in each board twelve. This 
will give the city government thirty 
memfoers of council, ninety-six members 
of. city boards and a charter revision 
committee of forty-nine, making a total 
of one hundred and seventy-five.

Willecoochec, Ga., February 
clal.)—My chief purpose in 
south Georgia is such informa- |, 
tion relative to the section as w'll 
terest the northern and western farmer. 
and in writing of the section 
benefit the same class as we!l as this 
section itself. I happen to know per- 
sonally a few hundred farmers in other 
sections who are not satisfied with 
their lot in life on their little lot of 
land, and are anxious to learn of some- 
thing about other sections. 

I have, the last ten days, been in Cof- 
fee, Berrien, Lowndes and Brooks 
counties, but at this time can speak 
only of the first named, as it is the only 
one of the four in which I have spen: 
any time. And it is extensive and im- 
portant enough to merit some attention. 

Coffee county has 920 square miles of 
territory. The counties of Cobb, De- 
Kalb, Clayton and Rockdale have 875 
Square miles of territory. Coffee coun- 
ty has forty-five square miles more 
territory than all four of the counties 
named. 

The four counties named, Cobb, 
Kalb, Clayton and Rockdale, according 
to the last United States census, have 
60,000 population. According to the 
Same census, Coffee county has 1|1,500 
population. The four counties named

four counties have five and 
times as many people as Coffee county 
has. I mention those counties merely 
to give an idea of the size of Coffee 
county. And Clinch county is even 
larger than Coffee and is probably as 
sparsely settled. 
Everything Except People. 

From the best information I can get, 
I will say that probably one-fifth of the 
people of Coffee county are engaged in 
farming, and that one-tenth of the terri- 
tory of the county is being cultivated. So 
I repeat that I think that Coffee county 
counties in south 
Georgia have everything in abundance, 
except folks. There are now just 
enough fields down here to give evidence 
of the productiveness of the land. And 
the evidence is satisfactory. The first 
field I saw—it was in Ben Hill

The ma- 
terial question is: ‘Does it produce 
crops?’ It is claimed that the farmer 
raises every kind of crop except wheat 
and apples. Up to Christmas these peo- 
ple were eatimg home-raised strawber- 
ries fresh from the vine. The peanut 
is a profitable crop, also the sweet po- 
tato and sugar cane. 

A Hustling Town. 

Willacoochee, in the southwestern pert 
of Coffee county, is a town of !,200 or 
1,500 population. It is a hustling town, 
with two railroads, two banks, artesian 
water and will soon have electric lights. 
The Georgia and Florida railroad crosses 
the Atlantic Coast Line at Willacoochee. 

The town is on a sandy ridge, free 
from chillis and fever, and mosquitoes. 
Dr. C. L. Drew, a leader in his profes- 
sion, told this writer that during tne 
five years he has practiced in Willacoo- 
chee he has not had a dozen cases of 
chills and fever. Dr. T. W. Dorsett, 
also prominent in his profession, speaks 
the same for the health of his town and 
seclion. 

The country here is suitable for cat- 
tle and stock. Money is made on hogs. 
Opportunities for the Farmer, 

Mc. Roberts, of J. T. Chappell & Co., 
told me that his firm last year sold in 
their stere 500 pounds of meat weekly 
throughout the summer season, and that 
it was practically all home-raised. Hogs 
run on the range in summer, in the 
peanut fields in the fall and are fed 
corn a while before they are killed in 
the winter. These facts show what 
the possibilities of the section are for 

the farmer. 

Dr. J. A. Gaskins, of Willacoochee, haa 
two tenants who last year made forty- 
four bales of cotton. The doctor, after

harvesting a crop of oats in May, plants 
the same land in cotton and makes a 
bale to the acre. 

B. F. Summerlin, of the Summerlin 
hotel, in Willacoochee, makes 50 bushe!s 
of corn to the acre on his farm, just 
out of town. He says the “shoots” on 
his corn make as much corn as the hii 
man makes on his crop. 

Some merchants in Willacoochee buy 
and sell home-raised corn, meat and 
lard and no other kind.

MR. TAFT’S PROMISE TO THE SOUTH. 


Information comes in dispatches from Washington to the effect that in 
his inaugural address Judge Taft will take even more definite and emphatic 
stand upon the principle of appointing to federal office only such men as 
are persona grata to those whom they have most directly to serve and with 
whom they must come into most frequent: contact. 

in other words, to put it plainly, it is said that Judge Taft's inaugural 
will state that there will be no appointment of negroes in the south to 
postmasterships, collectorships of customs and internal revenue or other po- 
sition which comes within the classification of presidential patronage. 

if Judge Taft takes this position in his message it will be-no more nor 
less than reaffirmation of the attitude taken in his Atlanta speech, for the 
Statement regarding official appointments which he made when here meant 
nothing, if it did not mean just that. 

Such emphatic reaffirmation of his position will, 
southern confidence in the forthcoming administration. 
There will be some recognition of the negro population, it is said, in 
the appointment of worthy members of the race to positions concerning which 
the question of “persona non grata’ cannot be raised. 

But when it comes to appointments in positions where officials must deal 
with the public in any community, the wishes of the intelligence of that 
community as to the appointee ought, by right, within certain limitations, to 
be respected. 

No one will expect or ask the general appointment of those opposed in 
politics to the incoming president, though such occasional action, where merit 
impels recognition, will _be received with due appreciation of the broad 
graciousness of the man. 

All the south asks is that geod men, able and honest and acceptable per- 
sonaily as well as officially to her people, shall be placed in these positions 
of trust and honor.

APPEAL DENIED 
T0 JOHN HARPER 


Another Prop Falls From 
Under Hopes of Murderer. 


Chief Justice W. H. Fish, of the state 
supreme court, yesterday denied the wrt 
of error asked for by attorneys for Jonn 
Hamper, the odndemned Murray county 
murderer, who has already had several 
narrow escapes from the gallows, under 
which it was sought to carry his case 
to the supreme court of the United 
States. 

Chief Justice Fish assigned no reasons 
for his refusal to approve the writ which 
prevents the appeal except on one con- 
tingency, and that is certiorari from the 
supreme court of the United States. At- 
torney Hewlett, who represents Harper, 
May possibly seek to secure certiorar! 
by laying his case before a judge of the 
United States supreme court, but it 18 
questionable whether that court would 
order the appeal sent up in view of tne 
Georgia court’s refusal to sanction the 
writ of error. That is sometimes done, 
but not often. 

HHarper’s chances hang, therefore, on 
an exceedingly slim thread. He may 
appeal again for clemency to the prison 
commission, but it would appear there 
is little hope there, in view of the fact 
that that board has three times refused 
to recommend commutation to life im- 
prison ment. 

Harper would have been hanged last 
summer ‘but for the fact that upon 4al- 
legwations of new evidence which was 
not presented at his trial and could not 
be secured, Governor Smith granted sev- 
eral respites in order that his attorney 
might present an extraordinary motion 
for new trial. That motion was de- 
nied iby Judge Fite, and this decision 
sustained by the supreme court, fol- 
lowing which came the effort to get the 
case before the supreme court of the 
United States on the ground that Har- 
per had been dented certain constitu- 
tional rights upon the occasion of his 
trial. 

Harper has exhibited considerable 
pluck and will continue to hope, he says, 
until the black cap has been placed 
over his eyes. He is at present in ul- 
ton county jail, where he is held for 
safekeeping, and there he spends his 
time in reading the Bible and writing 
letters to his relatives. 

When Murray superior court is con- 
vened by Judge Fite he will ‘be taken to 
Spring Place and there again sentenced 
to death upon the gallows. He still has 
several weeks of life before him, though 
appeals may avail him nothing.

CLEARING HOUSE 
UPHELD BY COURT 


Supreme Court Sustains 
Judge Pendleton in 
the Case. 


In a decision handed down by the su- 
preme court yesterday, in the case of A. 
Booth and others against the Atlanta 
Clearing House Association, it is held 
that the association has full right to 
hold the $295,000 collateral deposited 
with it by the Neal bank to secure an 
issue to it of $200,000 clearing house 
certificates, until the terms of the con- 
tract under which the certificates were 
issued, are fully complied with and all 
the certificates redeemed. 

This suit was brought by Booth and 
other depositors nearly a year ago, in 
the effort to have the collatenal deposit- 
ed with the clearing house as security 
for certificates, turned over to the re- 
ceivers as a part of the common fund 
for the benefit of the creditors of the 
Neal bank. An injunction and a re- 
ceiver for this fund were asked, and de- 
nied by Judge Pendleton, in Fulton su- 
perior court. 

The supreme court sustains Judge 
Pendleton in every particular, holding 
the contract to be a valid one and one 
in which the impending insolvency of 
the Neal bank was not involved. The 
supreme court even holds that the cred- 
itors of the Neal bank have no right to 
demand from the association the return 
of the excess of the value of the col 
lateral above, the value of the certificates 
issued to it, which amounts to $95,000. 

The supreme court does not pass upon 
the question of the legality of the is- 
Suance of clearing house certificates, 
which the plaintiffs set up as a part of 
their complaint. It merely states that 
if the issue was illegal, the whole pro- 
ceedings would fall, because the court 
could not entertain the contentions of 
either party to an illegal contract. If 
the certificates were illegal, then the 
plaintiffs would have no standing in 
court.

Select Committee Recommends 
Reduction on News Print Pa- 


and Placing Ground Wood 
on the Free List. 


Washington, February !8.—A reduction 
on news print paper from $ a ton to 
$2 a ton; the placing of ground wood on 
the free list, and the establishment Or 
one-twelfth cent per pound on mechani- 
cally ground wood pulp are ‘the recom- 
mendation of the select committee on 
pulp and paper investigation, which 
made its report to the house today. The 
/report states that it presents the unan- 
imous report of the entire committee. 

“There are three processes generally 
used in this country for the production 
of pulp or fiber from wood,’ says tne 
report. ‘These are the ground wood 
process, sulphite process and the soda 
process. The cheaper grades of paper 
are usually produced by mechanically 
mixing ground wood pulp with other 
|}kinds of pulp in different degrees ot 
| percentage. The ordinary news print 
' paper is generally produced by the use 
'of about 80 per cemt of ground wood and 
|a@bout 20 per cent of sulphite fiber. 
Whether other kind of wood besides 
spruce can be profitably used for tne 
production of cheap print paper is a mat- 
ter concerning which there is some dil- 
ference, of opinion.’’ 

Dependent on Cheap Ground Wood. 

The committée’s report states that it 
would seem that the production of new3 
\print paper or the other very cheap 
‘grades of paper are today dependent 
| upon the continuation of cheap ground 
| wood, produced from spruce trees, and 
'that the condition is likely to prevail] in 
‘the future. 

The amount of spruce consumed in the 
| United States in 1907, according to tne 
| report, was !|,260,000 cords for ground 
| wood; about 1,420,000 cords for sulphite 
| fhber and about 3,450,000 cords for lum- 
| ber. The amount of standing spruce 
‘is variously estimated, but is roughly 
| Zuessed to be about 70,000,000 cords east 
of the Rockies, 

;) An appeal is made for the conserva- 
‘tion of forests, the committee urging 
| that an onganized fire department shouid 
‘ibe formed to fight fire in every forest 
in the country, and that young trees 
' should be exempted by the various states 
from the ordinary rates of taxation. it 
is also suggested that the national gov- 
ernment start large tracts of young 
Spruce forests. 

The paragraph recommended for in- 
sertion in the tariff bill, placing a duty 
of one-twelfth of a cent per pound on 
mechanically ground wood pulp, pro- 
\vides that the article shall be admitted 
free of duty from any country, depend- 
ency or other subdivision of a govern- 
ment which does not forbid or restrict 
the exportation of or doe#® not imposes 
a nexport duty or charge upon mechan- 


manufacture of wood pulp. The duties
